PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


Pruning of Peach trees is an important matter. At 
planting time cut back all branches to within 1-inch 
from the main stem. This produces a new, dense 
crown. As soon as the new branches are about 16 
inches long, cut them back to 1 ft. length. During 
the following years give fast growing peach trees a 
summer pruning early in July, cutting off just the 
very ends of all new branches. This makes stouter 
branches, a stronger crown, and increases fruit pro- 
duction for the next year. . Never cultivate around 
Peach trees after July.

Digging the tree holes a few 
inches deeper than really necessary permits the filling in of loose soil in the bottom, in 
which the new rooting will take place quicker and surer. Soil to be used in the bottom, 
as well as around the roots of the tree, must not contain fresh fertilizer of any kind.

PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


All climbing vines listed here will give good results in ordinary garden soil, to which 
fertilizer should not be added at planting time. Where the soil is not of the best quality, 
fertilizer (either commercial fertilizer or well-rotted manure) can be applied later on, 
preferably late in the fall, not touching the vines, but in a circle of about ore foot 
around each plant. Whatever may be left of the fertilizer the following spring can be 
worked into the soil lightly when the soil around the plants is cultivated in early spring. 
For the large flowering Clematis, the dast side of a building or partial shade is best. 
In a sunny location the soil should be mulched with wood-shavings through the summer, 
so as to keep the roots fairly cool.
